In the last of three public 
hearings, opponents of a plan to 
reorganize local school districts 
took far more parting shots 
last Wednesday night than sup- 
porters of unification could muster. 

Perhaps 80 persons attended the 
session held by the San Bernardino 
County Committee on School 
District Organization at Upland 
High School. 

For the third consecutive night, 
the committee’s tentative 
recommendation to create three 
unified school districts — providing 
education from kindergarten 
through high school — drew more 
opposition than support. 

The plan calls for reorganizing 
nine school districts by breaking up 
the 200-square-mile Chaffey Joint 
Union High School District and 
unifying eight elementary districts 
into three new jurisdictions: 
Ontario-Montclair,: Rancho 
Cucamonga and Upland-Mt. Baldy. 

The county committee will meet 
at 7:30 p.m. on Feb. 21 in Hill 
Auditorium at Chaffey High School, 
1245 N. Euclid Ave., Ontario, to vote 
on whether to forward the 
unification plan to the state Board of 
Education.

Unification proposal draws foes 


The state board would decide 
whether to place the issue before 
West End voters this November. If a 
majority of voters approved the 
plan, unification could go into effect 
July 1, 1980. 

George Renworth, superintendent 
of the Upland School District, said, 
“We have the county superintendent 
of schools’ document, but 
regretfully it is not a study. 


“Tt is a review of unification, and, 
frankly, a very shallow one at that.” 

He noted the Ontario-Montclair 
district would receive 70 percent of 
the real property from the Chaffey 
district and said unification would 
jeopardize Chaffey special 
education programs ‘‘that would not 
be possible to offer in a one-high- 
school district.” 


Renworth said, ‘‘We have hard 
data that unification all through the 


state of California has cost the ° 


taxpayers additional amounts of 
money, with no shred of evidence 


that it improves the education of 
boys and girls.”’ 

Bob Bell — _ assistant 
superintendent of instruction for the 
Ontario-Montclair School District — 
cited several studies he said refute 
the contention by Renworth and 
others. 

He noted one report called a 
comprehensive education plan for 
kindergarten through 12th grade 
‘impossible’ without unification. 

Gwen Hendrickson of Mt. Baldy, a 
teacher in the Chino Unified School 
District, said that for all the talk of 
improved ‘“‘input”’ or ‘‘articulation” 
between elementary and high school 
teachers in a unified district, ‘‘it 
doesn’t happen — it’s a myth.” 

Mrs. Hendrickson was one of 
strong contingent from Mt. Baldy at 
the Wednesday meeting. 

Residents, who rode the school 
district bus down from the 
mountain, repeated their fears that 
unification with Upland might mean 
closure of their only school or loss of

leagues pay electric bill

“Phe Building Industry Association 
(BIA) has pledged financial support 
to help youth sports leagues pay 
théir electrical bills at two Upland 
playing fields, ensuring night 
baseball will continue this year in 
the=city. 

“City Manager Lee Travers told 
the Upland City Council city staff 
has worked a billing arrangement 
with the leagues that will also help 
keep the lights from being shut off. 


A youth sports group — Citizens 
for Youth Activities (CF YA) — has 
been looking for new funding of elec- 
trical bills at Hawkins Field and the 
baseball diamond at Memorial Park 
since the council cut off city funding 
late last year. 


Council members cited budget 
restraints under Proposition 13 and 
rejected CFYA’s request for con- 
tinued funding to pay lighting costs 
at-the council meeting Dec. 4. 


Bob Spalding, president of CFYA, 
credited Councilman Frank Hoover 
with taking the lead in finding finan- 
Gial assistance for the leagues. 

Hoover said Tuesday the Baldy 
View Chapter of BIA has made no 
specific dollar pledge to help pay the 
electrical bills, but has “offered to 


fill in the gap’’ between the amount 
raised by the leagues and the actual 
charges. , 

Hawkins Field is the home dia- 
mond for the Upland PONY League, 
which perhaps faced the most 
serious funding problems without 
city support. 


The league’s electrical bill is es- 
timated at some $3,000 for the com- 
ing season. 

Spalding said PONY entrance fees 
are up $5 from last season’s $25 
charge, but the increase is less than 
previously expected. 


Representatives of the PONY and 
Colt leagues provided most of the 
initial members of CFYA. The 
Upland Colt League uses the 
baseball diamond at Memorial 
Park, along with several other 
leagues. 


Under the billing arrangement, 
the city of Upland will continue to 
receive electrical bills from 
Southern California Edison Co. and 
then pass them along to the leagues 
based on each organization’s use of 
the lighted fields. 


Travers noted that keeping the 
accounts under the city’s name 
would prevent any one individual 
from the leagues possibly being

But homeowners won't save money 





Upland fire insurance rating up 


Although Upland can expect an 
improved fire insurance rating soon, 
a fire protection consultant has told 
the city council homeowners are un- 
likely to save any money on 
premiums. 

Bryce Connick of Fire Protection 
Engineers in San Francisco outlined 
the recommendations of his firm's 
study of city fire defenses com- 
pleted late last year. 

He said, ‘‘In general, we find the 
fire department to be above average 
in, competence and ability to carry 
out their charged duties in the city 

“In terms of being able to apply 
large amounts of water quickly with 
relatively few men, they have to be 
considered among the top ranks of 
departments their size.”’ 

However, despite recommen- 
dations to improve fire defenses, 
Connick said, ‘‘Property owners

who own their own homes and insure 
their house on a homeowner's policy 
will not realize any savings what- 
soever.” 

He added that some businesses 
could see an improvement of 4 to 7.5 
percent per rating class, but those 
businesses that already have 
automatic sprinklers are unlikely to 
get any additional savings beyond 
what they now get for having the 
systems. 

One of Fire Protection Engineers’ 
duties in the study was to estimate 
what rating Upland can expect this 
year from the Insurance Services 
Office (ISO), a trade association for 
fire insurance companies. 

In the last ISO evaluation in 1965, 
Upland overall rated a Class 6 city 
for fire protection. Connick said the 
city could ‘‘very conservatively’ ex- 
pect to improve to Class 5 (the lower 
the class, the better) — due largely 
to the fire department's rating im- 
provement from Class 8 to Class 5. 

However, he added, ‘‘I'm quite 
confident the city should achieve a 
fairly comfortable Class 4.”’ 

This improvement would not 
affect rates much, Connick explain- 
ed, because California is an ‘‘open- 
competition state’? in which ‘‘all 
companies deviate from the publish- 
ed rates.”’ 

Questioned by Councilman Bill 
Bottin, Connick also said the basis of 
fixing insurance rates has changed 
over the last 20 years from a method 
of empirical analysis to actual loss

Empirical analysis, as 
represented by the ISO evaluation, 
looks at the type of buildings, water 
supply and other strengths and 
weaknesses of fire protection, he 
said. ‘ 

‘‘Now with modern data process- 
ing methods, capable of retrieving 
data so fast and so accurately, more 
and more fire insurance is shifting 
to experience, such as the 
automobile experience, and away 
from these oid empiricai. stan- 
dards,’ Connick said. 

He noted fire insurance com- 
panies are looking ‘‘less and less at 
a city as an entity’’ and more at the 
individual loss experience for par- 
ticular types of uses and buildings. 

The council accepted the report by 
Fire Protection Engineers, but took 
no other action. 

Connick briefly outlined the major 
recommendations by his firm. 


He called the department's fire- 
prevention program the ‘‘most 
serious deficiency’ found in the 
report, describing past efforts as 
“off and on.” 


However, Connick noted the 
sporadic prevention program is not 
unusual for a ‘‘small ‘department 
with a small budget.” 


He called Battalion Chief Gary 
Edwards a ‘‘competent’’ fire- 
prevention official who will need 
two to five years to get the program 
“operating smoothly.”

Everyday Ed Williamson watches 
as unemployed people around him 
cut—and style hair, weld pipes, 
ass@ffible gas engines, saw wood, 
bake .cakes or prepare travel 
vouchers. 

*Wilfiamson supervises the West 
End Multi-Service Center which 
sPrves as a sort of talent testing 
area for CETA-eligible (Com- 
prehensive Employment and Train- 
igg Act) applicants. 

*Williamson said about 1,700 per- 
shns went through the series of tests 
lgst year. 

“After testing in the Comprehen- 
sfye Occupational Assessment and 
Training System (COATS), 
applicants can be referred to CETA 
job slots for which they have talents 
or they can be sent to training 
schools that will help them develop 
their aptitudes into a trade that will 
get ihem permanent jobs. 

“Of all the different assessment 
processes, this one comes closest to 
doing a credible job,’’ according to 
Leslie Summerfield, director of the 
West End Multi-Service Center of- 
fice at 316 W. B St., Ontario. 

He said the program is now used 
to help primarily the long term un- 





employed and those on welfare. 

The heart of the system, accor- 
ding to Williamson, is a series of 
small, television-like machines that 
give vocal and visual instructions 
via program cartridges. 

n ‘“‘job matching,’’ the machines 
flash pictures of 240 different ‘‘ex- 
periences’’ at the applicant, asking 
him to mark on his score sheet those 
experiences he’s had and how well 
he knows the jobs, according to 
Williamson. Experiences vary from 
being a lifeguard in a swimming 
pool, through connecting wires in a 
telephone to driving a taxi cab. 

The same type of testing is used to 
find out which kinds of jobs and ac- 
tivities the applicant enjoys most or 
feels he would enjoy, Williamson 
said. 

Another program cartridge tests 
“living skills,’ a person’s ability to 
read and write and work basic math 
problems; to be able to deal with 
consumer economics, health and 
basic government and legal 
procedures. 

A fourth program cartridge 
enables the machine to check 
responses that will enable 
counselors to determine the 
applicant's ‘‘employability at- 
titudes.’’ Williarnson said poor work 


habits that could lose the Stone a 
job can then be spotted, as well as 
qualities that employers seek. 

These preliminary tests could all 
be done without the machines but 
Williamson said the rnachines are 
more effective and applicants 
prefer them. ‘‘A lot of people learn 
visually; seeing stimulates the 
thought process. 

A young woman, watching one of 
the machines and following its in- 
structions as she clipped hair from a 

mannequin, looked up from her 
work and smiled. 

Williamson explained that she was 
working on a barbering and 
cosmetology ‘‘work sample.’’ Work 
samples, he said, enable the agency 
to plot an individual’s talents and 
aptitudes for the skills needed in 63 
different jobs. 

There are 10 program tapes for 
work samples including: drafting, 
clerical and office, metal construc- 
tion, sales, woodwork and carpen- 
try, food services, medical services, 
travel services, barbering and 
cosmetology and small engines. 

“This way we can find out where 
people are apt to succeed,’ William- 
son said. 

The machines give step-by-step in- 
structions for a series of tasks the 
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TA applicants tested for aptitudes © 


applicants must perform. 

In cosmetology, applicants comb 
out a wig placed on a mannequin 
head. They set curls, trim the hair 
and give it a dry shampoo. 


In another corner of the room, 
another applicant watches intently 
as a video machine tells her how to 
make out a travel voucher. 


A separate room is reserved for 
noisier samples, where applicants 
saw and hammer at wood, weld 
pieces of metal tubing together or 
tear down and reassemble a small 
gasoline engine. 


“Most people will do several of 
the work samples,’’ Williamson 
said. ‘‘It’s giving people a chance to 
get their hands on it... but there is a 
learning process taking place, too.”’ 


Williamson said his staff watches 
to see how much the person enjoys 
the work, how well he does in carry- 
ing out the instructions, how long it 
takes him to do the work and how 
often he asks for help. 


He said the counselors, even if 
they have a CETA job slot open for 
the applicant, usually help him find 
a school where he can develop his 
talent into a permanent trade. 
“CETA job slots are a Band-Aid, 
not a cure-all,’’ he said. 


Summerfield said the multi- 





sities. 


service center can often arrange to 
help the applicant attend a trade 
school with tuition costs, compensa- 
tion for his time and even for child 
care but, ‘‘unfortunately, it is 
limited.”

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County tax returns 


show median income 


Ranks 13th in state

San Bernardino County’s median 
adjusted gross income for all state 
income tax returns filed from San 
Bernardino County in 1978 was $11,- 
674. 

Statewide, the median adjusted 
gross income on all returns was $11,- 
177. 

Contra Costa County, which in- 
cludes the cities of Orinda, 
Lafayette, Antioch and Walnut 
Creek, ranked number one with the 
highest median adjusted. gross in- 
come for all returns at $15,427. 

San Bernardino county ranked 
13th among the state’s 58 counties 
regarding the median adjusted 
gross income, according to a 
spokesman for the California 
Franchise Tax Board. 


The figures, representing all state 
taxes compiled in 1978 from 1977 in- 
come figurés were made available 
Wednesday. 

The figures are based on a total 
population of 732,300 for San Bernar- 
dino county, with 252,974 taxable and 
non-taxable returns filed. 

The median income for 149,412 
joint returns filed from the county 
was $17,170, ranking the county 18th 
in the state. 

Marin county had the highest joint 
returns at $24,896. 

The spokesman said the county 
figures were part of a total compiled 
from statewide returns as a service 
of the tax board. 

Median adjusted growth income 
figures for individual cities aren’t 
compiled as are the county figures 
since mahy of those cities overlap 


one another with mailing addresses 
and zip codes. 

California taxpayers reported 
more than $125 billion in adjusted 
gross income for 1977. 

Adjusted gross income is that in- 
come compiled after allowable 
deductions have been taken by the 
taxpayer. 

Only joint and total return figures 
were used for countywide statistics 
by the tax board. 

The spokesman said single and 
head of household tax return 
statistics weren't compiled on a 
countywide basis by the tax board 
because they don’t reflect a true pic- 
ture of individual incomes 
throughout a given county. 

He said many of those filing single 
or head of household returns are 
dependents, such as teen-agers, who

CIM sewage plant 
could aid West End 


If the West End wants to use any 
portion of the sewer disposal plant 
at the California Institution for Men 
in Chino, it probably will have to pay 
for it. 

The California State Department 
of Corrections says there probably 
won't be enough money to increase 
the plant’s capacity beyond the 900,- 
000 gallons a day which the prison 
will need at full strength. 

The Chino Basin Municipal Water 
District had hoped to use a portion 
of the disposal plant to relieve, at 
least temporarily, some of the sew- 
er shortage in its jurisdiction that 
has brought home construction to a 
virtual standstill. 

But Don Kearns, chief of the de- 
partment’s facility planning in Sac- 
ramento said this was not likely 
unless the district pays some of the 
cost of expansion. 

“We are looking for some grant 
money, both from the state and the 
federal government,’’ he explained. 
“But we can’t justify asking for 
more capacity than we need.”’ 

The CIM disposal plant was built 
to treat a capacity of 1.2 million gal- 
lons of waste a day but it is only 
handling 700,000 gallons right now. 
Kearns estimates it will take ‘‘per- 
haps $2 million’’ to add an additional 
500.000 gallons to that, but doubted 
the department could get that kind 
of grant when only a total of 900,000 
gallons was needed. 

He said the prison does not feel it 
necessary to go for full capacity be- 


cause it has abandoned plans to en- 
large the institution. 

‘‘We are committed to stay at our 
present size and population,” he ex- 
plained. ‘‘For what we have we 
don’t need more capacity.”’ 

However, Kearns added, the de- 
partment was ‘‘open to negotiation’’ 
for the increased capacity. He said 
if the community helped enlarge the 
system, the Chino Basin would be 
asked ‘to operate the plant; if it 
didn’t, the prison would run it with 
the aid of inmates on an on-the-job 
training program. 

‘“‘We can’t mix the inmates with 
outside people,’’ he explained. ‘‘It 
has to be one or the other.” 

The department’s comments 
were made following a public hear- 
ing Jan. 18 in Chino, at which the en- 
tire project was discussed by the 
water district, the city of Chino, 
which also would benefit directly, 
and the Department of Corrections. 
After the hearing, the proposal was 
returned for revisions to James M. 
Montgomery Inc., the state’s con- 
sultant in Pasadena. 

The consultant now is preparing 
the plans for submission to the Calli- 
fornia State Water Resources Plan- 
ning Board which determines what 
priority it should have. 

Kearns said if the plan is ap- 
proved, the department will seek 
matching funds, 75 percent from the 
federal government, 25 _ percent 
from the state. If the funds are 
granted, work may start in 1980 


Clearance sought for pipeline 
to carry oil through West End 


Clearance for an oil pipeline 
through the southern part of the 
West end was sought Monday in an 
application filed by Sohio Transpor- 
tation Co. 

The county board of supervisors 
referred the application to the coun- 
ty Public Works Agency and the 
county Environmental Improve- 
ment Agency. 

The supervisors will decide on the 
pipeline right of way after the agen- 
cies make their recommendations. 

The pipeline would transport 
Alaskan oil from a_ still-to-be- 
cleared terminal in Long Beach to 
the central United States. Steel for 
the pipeline and oil storage facilities 
would be purchased from Kaiser 
Steel in Fontana. 

The pipeline would carry an es- 
timated 450,000 to 500,000 barrels of 
crude oil to Midland, Texas, for 
refining. 

The pipeline would enter San Ber- 


nardino County from the west at 
Diamond Bar. It would proceed 
along California Highway 71 to 
Edison Avenue, then east to Palmet- 
to Avenue, southeast to Eucalyptus 
Avenue near the California Institu- 
tion for Men, east to Haven Avenue 
and northeast for two miles to the 
Jurupa Hills. 

The pipeline would connect to an 
existing unused natural gas pipeline 
at a point between Redlands and 
Beaumont. 

Tankers now carry the oi! trom 
Alaska to Gulf Coast ports by way of 
the Panama Canal. 

In return for a right of way for the 
pipeline, Sohio will pay the county a 
franchise fee over 60 years. 

For the pipeline to be built, 
Sohio’s terminal in Long Beach 
must be appoved by the South Coast 
Air Quality Management District 
and the California Coastal Commis- 
sion. 


County deputy coroner named 


County Coroner Bill Hill has 
appointed Nelda Britton to the 
position of deputy coroner. 

Assigned to the main office in San 
Bernardino, she is the first woman 
ever appointed a deputy coroner in 
San Bernardino County. 

Britton has been a deputy sheriff 
with the San Bernardino County 
Sheriff's Office for the past six 


years. Her last assignment was 
patrol duty at the West End 
substation in Ontario. 


She is a native of Buffalo, Iowa, 
but spent most of her life in Milford, 
Mich., where she resided until 1960. 
She has been a resident of California 
for 19 years and came to San 
Bernardino County in 1973. 


City renews park land lease 


Residents of Montclair will be 
able to continue using the city’s Wil- 
derness Park now that a lease 
agreement between the city and the 
Chino Basin Water Conservation 
District has been extended. 

The Montclair City Council Mon- 
day approved the 25-year extension 
of a lease agreement that would al- 
low the city to continue using land 
owned by the district for a city park. 

The Wilderness Park, located 
near the corner of San Bernardino 
Street and Ramona Avenue, was 





originally the land used by the 
CBWCD for its district office and 
for a water treatment basin. 

A lease agreement was estab- 
lished by the city and the district so 
the city could build a park on the 
land not being used, and then lease 
the land from the district. 

At its last meeting the city council 
originally intended to extend the 
lease for another five years, but a 
majority of the council asked that 
the lease be extended for a longer 
period of time.

San Dimas church launches 
drive to alleviate world hunger 


“Most Americans want to 
help feed starving people 
overseas, but don’t know 
how,’’ according to Pastor 
Melvin De Vries. ‘‘We are 
bombarded by the cruel 
statistics of hunger on a 
daily basis, and the average 
person feels overwhelmed 
by the size of a problem like 
global famine. Yet, we have 
found that when we show 
Americans a way to relate 
to the problem, they help in 
the traditional unselfish 
way the United States has 
always responded to the 
needs. of. the less 
fortunate.” : 

De Vries, pastor of the 
Valley Community Drive-in 
Church at 1100 West Covina 
Blvd., San Dimas, was 
speaking on the eve of a six 
- to - eight - week hunger 
project sponsored by the 
church. ‘‘People in our 
congregation become 
concerned,”’ said De Vries, 
“and several came to me 
asking if we could do 
something positive to 
combat the world hunger 
situation. In the process we 
learned that a majority of 
the world goes to bed 
hungry and some 12,000 
people die every day from 
starvation and related 
causes.”’ 

The people of the Valley 
Community Drive-In 
Church decided to help in 
some tangible way and to 
participate in a_ national 
Love Loaf program. 

Small coin containers, 
shaped like miniature 
loaves of bread, will be 
distributed to the families 
of the church. 

“These will be kept on the 
dinner tables,’ explained 
De Vries, ‘‘as a reminder 
that while we have much, 
others have little or nothing 
to eat. I think it will also be 
a way parents can teach 
their children compassion. 
As the family prays for the 
world’s needy, they also put 
coins in the Love Loaf each 
day. Even the youngest 
child can participate. His 
penny will provide 51 cents 
worth of vitamins to 
someone suffering from 
malnutrition. A dime will 
provide $4 worth of 
medicine to someone struck 
by a disease. The 
voungsters will learn 
compassion as they put in 
their pennies and dimes and 
pray.” 

De Vries said that the 
Love Loaf containers will 
stay in the homes for six to 
eight weeks and then be 
turned in. By that time, 
each should hold about $10 
in coins. 

“It will be a modern - day 
version of Jesus’ feeding of 
the 5000,”" he said, adding, 
‘our goal is to raise enough 
money to feed 5000.” 

The church plans a Love 
Loaf Sunday on Feb. 25, 
when the loaves will be 
passed out to everyone. On 
Palm Sunday, April 8, the 
small loaf - shaped banks 
will be turned in. and the 
proceeds will be counted, 
and are expected to be 
about $1,800. 

The church has 
designated 60 percent of the 
money to be given to local 
community needs and 
donominational or area’s 
emergency relief. The 
remaining 40 percent will 
go to the emergency relief 
ministry of World Vision 
International, originator of 
the Love Loaf program.

ORDINANCE NO. 571 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LA 
VERNE, COUNTY OF LOS ANGELES, STATE OF CALIFORNIA, 
ADDING TO THE ORDINANCE CODE OF THE CITY OF LA VERNE 
SECTIONS 4278 AND 4279 PROHIBITING THE PARKING OF 
COMMERCIAL VEHICLES IN RESIDENTIAL DISTRICTS AND THE 
PARKING OF TRAILERS AND SEMI-TRAILERS THROUGHOUT THE 
CITY 

The City Council of the City of La Verne DOES ORDAIN as follows 

Section 1. The following sections are hereby added to Title 7 of Chapter 2 
of Division IV of the Ordinance Code of the City of La Verne: 

4278 NO PARKING OF COMMERCIAL VEHICLES IN RESIDENTIAL 
DISTRICTS. No person shall park any commercial vehicle having a 
manufacturer's gross vehicle weight rating of 10,000 pounds or more in any 
residential zone for more than one hour except as follows 

a) To pick-up or deliver property, when time in addition to the one hour 
period is necessary to complete such work or 

5) When such vehicle is parked in connection with, and in aid of, the per- 
formance of a service to or on a property in the block in which the vehicle is 
parked, and time in addition to such one hour period is reasonably 
necessary to complete such service 

4279 NO PARKING OF TRAILERS OR SEMI-TRAILERS. No person 
shall stop, stand or park a trailer or semi-trailer, which is uncoupled from 
a motor vehicle, except when actively loading or unloading the trailer or 
unloading requires the uncoupling of the motor vehicle.

SACRAMENTO — Both majority leaders of the 
Legislature seem to be agreed on the premise that now is 
the time for state government to cut back a bit on its 
Sales tax bite, so that local government can pick up a 
new source of revenue in the post Prop. 13 era of proper- 
ty tax limitations. 

And, as Assembly Speaker Leo McCarthy added in an 
interview, ‘‘The way to do it is to put the burden of 
responsibility for enacting such a tax shift onto the level 
of government where the money will be spent.’ 

In other words, he said, the Legislature should cut 
back on its sales tax bite and give the option to local 
government to enact a comparable local sales tax of its 
own. This, however, would require a vote of the elec- 
torate in each local government jurisdiction under 
provisions of the Jarvis-Gann Prop. 13. 

“That's the way it should be,’’ McCarthy said. 

McCarthy, a’ almost an aside in his recent announce- 
ment that he is introducing legislation that would cut 
State personal income taxes by a billion dollars next 
year, conceded that he also would be favorable to legisla- 
tion that would reduce state sales taxes by a half a 
percentage point, and authorize local government to 
enact a half-cent tax of its own to replace it. The sum in- 
volved statewide in a half-cent cutback in the sales tax 
would be, he said, in the neighborhood of $500 million. 

McCarthy’s income tax cutting proposal would per- 
manently raise the minimum tax income threshold from 
its present $5,000 to $7,000 for single taxpayers and from 


Old jalopies can 
bring you money

Ever own a Henry J? If you should happen to still have 
a 1951 Deluxe Six in your garage, it’s worth $2,500 today 
if the vehicle is in first-class condition. On a scale of five, 
the going price drops down to $300 if the car needs a lot of 
work before it will run. 

The Henry J., of course, was named after Henry 
Kaiser, who briefly built cars instead of ships until he 
discovered the two enterprises really didn’t go together. 

For antique and classic car buffs, the Henry J. is only 
one of hundreds of autos with big price tags — if any still 
are around. The list recalls the days when everyone was 
building and driving convertibles, when Packard, Cord 
and Pierce Arrow still were making fine cars, and when 
you could have your new Ford in any color so long as it 
was black 

Old Cars, the buff's magazine published four times a 
year to update the prices that ancient autos are bringing, 
is a real trip through nostalgia. It contains hundreds of 
photos of the old jalopies, from 1900 to 1970 models. 

Buying and selling old cars is a hobby with some, a 
business for others. For example, a 1938 Hudson Eight, 
Deluxe Series, will bring $7,000 today if it’s in top shape 
and a convertible. If it’s a convertible brougham, the 
price is $7,200. 


And who can forget the popular Chrysler New Yorker 
of the 1940s? If you have a 1940 New Yorker convertible 
coupe, it will bring a price of $8,200 on the antique car 
market. Fluid drive, a forerunner of hydromatic 
shifting, was optional in those days on the New Yorker. 

If you should happen to have a Model T Ford, Vintage 


* 1910 to 1912, sitting around in the garage, you're really in 


luck, provided it’s in good shape and you want to part 
with the past. The runabout is selling for $11,500, the 
town car for $16,000 and the 1911 and 1912 ‘‘torpedo’’ 
roadster for $13,000, for example. 


A 1903 Model A, two-cylinder runabout or touring car 
will bring a price of $15,000. Remember, Ford briefly 
produced a Model A 25 years before the A’s that hit the 
Streets beginning in 1928. 

What about the maligned and ridiculed Edsel, one of 
Ford's real lemon orchards? Well, if you still are 
hoarding a 1958 Citation convertible and it’s in great 
shape, it can bring you $4,100. 


But if you've let it sit without keeping the Citation 
clean and in good running order, the price could slide all 
the way down to $750. 


The antique Oldsmobile market really puts a premium 
on age. A 1901 model with a curved dash and one cylinder 
will bring $8,000 and a 1905 two-cylinder touring car a 
whopping $10,000 in prime condition. But the 1966 
Starfire coupe is selling for only $1,600, even in top 
shape. 


Why a price guide for the cars of yesterday? Because, 
explains Old Cars editor Terry Boyce, ‘‘some hobbyists 
who do a lot of legwork or are just plain lucky will ‘steal’ 
a car. Others, woefully misinformed, will make huge 
mistakes investing in cars that were terribly overpriced. 
Others will pay a lot for cars simply because they want 
them and don’t care about the cash involved. What we do 
is find a consensus of value determined by careful

its present $10,000 to $14,000 for couples filing joint 
returns. It would also, for one year, raise the personal 
credit to $135 for a single income taxpayer and to $270 for 
couples filing joint returns. His measure would extend 
and increase the one-year tax cut passed last year which 
raised these personal credits for the current fiscal year 
from $25 to $100 for singles and from $50 to $200 for 
couples. 

Later, Senate President Pro Tem James R. Mills 
agreed that now is the time, in view of an estimated state 
budget surplus of between $2 billion and $3 billion, for the 
state to cut the sales tax. 

However, he played ‘I see you and raise you a half 
percent’ with the McCarthy suggestion. 

‘I believe the cutback should be a full percentage 
point, not just a half-cent per dollar,’ he said. ‘I also 
believe that one of the options we should consider is a 
plan whereby the state sales tax would be decreased only 
in areas where the local citizens vote to raise their local 
sales tax by a similar amount. 

“I also believe that the school districts of the state 
should be authorized to participate in this new local sales 
tax revenue ”’ 

McCarthy stressed in an interview that ‘‘now is the 
time to make visible to the public just who has the 
responsibility for taxing and spending those tax dollars. 
How many complaints have we heard about, for exam- 
ple, how money is taxed and funnelled back through 
Washington; the lack of accountability in that system; 
and how so much of it is spent on bureaucracy? 

“Tf we do give the $500 million that would result from 
cutting the state sales tax by a half-cent back to local 
government, then the authority really ought to be placed 
in the hands of local government. They are elected for 
that purpose; they have control over their local budgets. 
They ought to determine where to lower their local 
budgets or to propose to the people of that local jurisdic- 
tion that taxes be raised ”’

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Radiologic technology 

Applications for admis- 
sion in September to the 
radiologic technology 
program at Chaffey College 
are being accepted in 
February, according to 
Gordon Lockwood, program 
coordinator.
